But cannot piety, that 
Saey which we owe to the almighty, afford that 
comfort which will enable us to go through the 
fcene of ation in this world with eafe, and as 
nuich pleafure, as if it were combined with ter- 
reftial purfuits? This is a queftion which is 
not eafily anfwered ;—and I am not competent 
to decide upon fuch weighty points; 1 there- 
fore leave it to others to judge ; and I will juft 
fuggeft fome things which imprefs my mind 
pretty forcibly, before I leave this important 
fubject. Are not thofe amufements ufeful, as 
far as they relax the mind, make it more excit- 
able io the action of that heavenly-ftimalating 
paffion, the reverence and adoratign of the fu- 
preme being? But it may be faid farther, that 
man lives in this dreary habitation not only 
for his Maker’s glory, but for his own earthly 
happinefs, and that of his fellow creatures. It 
is not refonable to fuppofe that he was placed 
here to Ge homage to his creator as long as he 
lives? That he fhould be continually employ- 
ed indivine worfhip? No: for this would fub- 
vert the divine intention itfelf. For if it were 
fo, nan could have, in his prefent fituation, no- 
thing to fubfift upon, The earth is dumb ‘to 
his call—it will not give him food of its own 
accord—he is always in a ftate which demands 
it—and he is therefore neceflitated from his own 
peculiar organization, and the varieus circum-
